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THE BEGINNING OF THE 

TSOUBLE.

On the 28tli November, a fairly lai-flie num- 
ber of men and boya declined to work on the 
whHrf of MeBsrs. Sandbaoh, Parker & Go. for 
the waffea previoasly pud tbem by this firm for 
their services, viz., 40 cents a day to boys and 
64 cmkM to men. The Utter had accepted work 
but struck for higher wages. In the case of 
the boys, they refused from the beginning of 
the dispute w aecept employment, sod both 
men and bo^s when spoken to oy a mrdsenta- 
tive stated that they would not tHkelees than 
16 cnts an hour, as the work was heavy. They 
oongnnrated outeide the store for several bonrs, 
and although several of them threatened openly 
to HRsanlt any who started to work except at an 
increased rate of wages, the majority were not 
disorderly, but seemed content to sit at tbe 
roadside quietly discussing the situation, the 
conoensus of opinion beinc that as there wee 
plenty of sugar to bs handled in tbe s^ore and 
a steamer was almost due, tbe firm would have 
to yield in the end or be seriously incon- 
venieoced. 



THE STBIKE DEVELOPS. 

{From "The Daily ChrontcW Thmsday, 

November 30th,) 

The strike continued next dsy, when the 
number of the strikers was Isr^y increased 
by m^n and boys from all the shipping stores 
in Wat^r Street joining, tempted, no doubt, 
by the fine time the stnkers bad during the 
whole day. From an early hour about three 
hundred of tbem marched about the bum- 
ness p^rt of the city. On one of tiiese 
marches a placard was carried on which was 
written " i6 cents an hour or no work." For 
several hours they were closely watched by 
Sub-Inspeetor Gamble, whof ollowed them about 
from place to place, but with great tact he 
did so without being considered aggressive. 
Towards arftemoon, however, the strikers were 
a little too demonstrative, and they were 
therefore warned by the police, to whom they 
replied, " we don't want to fight ; all we want 
16 more money." At about 2.80 p.m. they 
went to the end of Bentinck stelling and 
gesticulated threateningly to a few labourers 
at work on the next wharf who bad 
pot joined their ranks. Sub-Inspector Gamble 
immediately proceeded to the wharf 
and cleared the mob away without any diffi- 
>culty, and the strikers, led by a noity fellow, 



who wore a portion of a salmon pot on bis 
breast like a medal, marched back to Water 
Street. While all tJiis was la process several 
hundred other strikers, in lots ox fiftiss or six- 
ties, had assembled at various points, talldDg 
among themselves and urging their associates 
not to give in, and although lets noisy than 
those who were ' marching about, tbey were if 
anything more instiumentsl in keeping up the 
strike than tbe latter.

I do hereby declare that tbe provisions of 
title X of the Summary Convictions OiEencee 
Ordinance, 1893, shall be in force in the city 
aforesaid from the date of this Proclama- 
tion; 

And I do farther order and require all retail 
spirit shops to be dosed, and keflrt oloaed, from 
tbe boar of 6 p.m. till 6 a.m., until farther 
orders. 

DISORDER TO BB SUPPRBSSBD. 

Whereas certain persons who fsel aggrieved 
as to the rate of pay granted to them for wosk 
as porters in the loading and nnloadtng of 
vessels, have disturbed the peace and order 
of the town by tomnltoeosly assembling 
on tbe stieets and interfering with peaoeable 
citizens : 

I hereby prochilm thalrit is my intention to 
pat an end to all riotons proceedings by foroe. 

Orders have been issued for all riotoas as- 
semblies to be dispersed. If neoeseary the 
Biot Act will be read, and the powers conferred 
by Law will then be used. 

I earnestly call upon all peaceable citizens to 
avoid joining assemblies and crowds, as by so 
doing they will run the risk of being iojared 
or even losing their lives.

THE LJSADniG 8T0&E8 CLOSSD. 



Trftde in all the Jar^o food-Btuff honaes in 
Georgetown wae to all intente and porpoeea 
anapended, on the 30th alt., the clerka bavini; 
little else to do but to watoh the atrange 
BceDea which occurred in Water Street 
when the "atrike" of wbai*f labonr- 
era waa continued. On the 29th Water 
Street waa paraded by bundreda of atrikera ; 
yeeterday the nambt'r waa awoUen into 
thousanda, the majoritv oJf whom had never 
worked on a wharf, but had joined ia the 
atrike for want of aometbing better to •do. 
Hundreda of women too had aaaociated tbem- 
aelvea with the striken, and in a lond-moutbed 
manner abonted the lattera' srievanoea. 

' THB CASH FOB THE STBIKBBB. 

At an early hour on the dOth a 
•repreaentative met a gan^f of the atrikera 
by appointment and heard their case 
atated by a apokeaman of theira. First they 
iriabed to make it underatood that the increase 
of wagea to 16 cents an hour referred only to 
boys ; the men demanded 24 cents an hour, 
and when it waa aaggested that this wonld 
bring a labourer's daily wafire to about ^. they 
aaid they realiaed that the figure waa high, but 
ihey thouG^ht it fair nevertheless, aa the ahip- 

ging firma who employed them owed them a 
>t of' back-pay," meaning, aa they explained, 
that they bad been underpaid for a num- 
ber of yeara. It waa atated ^ further that 
they were frequently treated unjustly by their 
employers, from whom they accepted work to 
find that they were only required for a very 
abort time, and oaaea bad repeatedly ooonrred 
when both men and boya bad ref aaed employ- 
ment with one firm and accepted it from another 
firm to diacover that they would onl^ get three 
oenta for balf-an-bour. It waa thia practice 
of paying them by the hour that baa caused 
them now to demand payment by the hour 
at an inoreaeed rate. They atated alao that 
men were often rated aa boys. 

▲ BTOBS BT7SHBD. 

At abont 7 a.m. yesterday it was evident 
that tbe matter was not going to fall through 
beoanae of any lack *of determination on the 
part of tbe atrikera, and at an early time 
large orowda of grumbling men intermixed 
with women aaaeoiDled at pointa command* 
log a view of the entrancea to all the lariQB 
wharfa from La Penitence Store to Meaara. 
de JTonge & Smith'a wharf. The latter atore 
waa the acene of the first disturbance of any 
importance yeaterday. The atrikera to a man 
aaaerted that a gun was pointed at them by one 



of the employeea ; and in addition some of the 
men claimed that thejr were alao threatened 
at tbe aame time and place with a revolrer, 
and farther that qaite a number of ttla'finn'e 
employees armed with cotlasses, asaomed tbe 
agioessive. The clerks and whtrfingera 
denied this charge. They claimed that 
they did nothing to anger tbe mob 
wbieh bad congregated near the prisoipaJ 
entrance to tbe store. The atrikera* aooordini; 
to their atory, tried to ruah tbe atore, and it 
waa only in self-defence and for the protecti<m 
of the firm*8 property and merohandiae that 
they armed tbemaelvea with outLiaaea, being 
entirely on tbe defensive. 

Aa to what followed next there ooald be no 
doubt. Huge stooea were hurled at those of 
the firm's employeea who were in tbe b^e* 
ment of tie premises. A window waa 
brokeu, and it ia to be regretted that the 
principal wharfinger. Mr. Canha, received a 
heavy blow from a stone which one of th9 
strikers had thrown. A aort of puahin? 
scrimmage with the police followed, tbe latter 
being almoat apologetic in trying to maka 
the crowd move away. But by threats tbe 
men caased all the porters engaged on tbe 
large wharvea to atop work. 

^rox ABO hovkdb" at booebb'b whabp. 

The 8.S. RovM was moored at the wharf at 
at Messrs. Booker Broa.* McUonnell k Co., 
Ltd., and as it was known that labourers 
were needed to work the cargo, all tbe 
approaobps to the premises were oloaely eyed. 
iWmently erowda of asen and women threat- 
eoea to loroe their way to tbe wbarf and pull 
out aome men who were auapected to have 
alipped into the place for the parpoae of work- 
ing at the wage the others bad refused to ac- 
cept. More than one ruah waa made against 
the doora and gatea and in one instanoe an 
entrance waa actually efleoted. but tbe crowd 
allowed themaelvea to be peraoaded to d^- 
aiat, and uttering threata againat the wharf- 
ingers the people withdrew. Thia occurred 
iu the morning, but in the early afternoon 
another entry waa made through a docnr of the 
bnUding known aa " BarberV Briok Store.*' 
Mr. Anderson, one of the clerka^ on noticing 
that the people had aaaembled at thiia door. 
posted himaelf at it, bnt the ruah waa too great 
for him to contend with, and both ha and Mr. 
Smith, another derk who at first alao tried 
to make aomething of a atand, wees awept ont 
of the way« the atrikera poming into 
the atore. They ran by several ways to the 
wharf, hotly pnraned by Colonel LoBhiogton, 
whom, however, thev ont ran on the whole. Bat 
a boy waa amouflr those the Inspector General 
overtook, tbe result being that the youngster 
received a kick in the breech and acme good 
advice unkindly worded. Having diatanced 
Oolonel Luahington tboae of tbe people who 
bad reached the end of the wharf found them* 
Bslvea like rata in a tra|^. There were no 
labonrera at work on the Boma for them t> 
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moltibt, aud tbe police were closiner on them 
from tlie street. Like a flock ^ frightened 
eheep they scampered to the side of the wharf 
reoiote from the spot where Oolonel Loshinjjton 
had appeared from' behind a pile of 8ag»r 
bags. Bat they could go no further, and 
had the police rushed them at this 
moment some woold have assuredly pushed 
their friends into the river. At length a 
nimble youth sought safety by leaping six 
feet or so fi*om the fender of the wharf to the 
rail of the steamer, and his elders having been 
shewn a way oat of the diffionlty, fojliowedi his 
example and swarmed on the steamer's deck, 
running towards the afterpart of the ship. 
Colonel Lushington bad in the meiintime re- 
turned a short distance into the store, but he 
reappeared just as the men were safely on 
board the ship, and thereafter it was 
a case of jamping ashore again, ever? man for 
himself. Having reached the wharf in safety 
they were chased through the stor^, and finally 
eecaped to their associates in Water Street 
by climbing helter skelter over the big gate 
on the north side of the firm's chief officea. 

THB POLICB TREATUB KINDLY. 

Somehow, the opinion beoame widespread 
that the police were in sympathy with the 
Btrikers, and because of this the latter were on 
the whole most polite to the preservers 
o€ the peace, the ringleaders in several 
instances undertaking to be the cuAtodiuns 
of the bicycles of police officers whose 
duties took them in corners where tb^r 
bicycles wonld have proved an incumbrance 
had not dozens of willinflr and faithful care* 
takers been always at hand. It was not until 
about 2 p.m. that the people, seemed to 
realise that the police were not exHCtly on 
strike themselves. Near the Post Office some 
horseplay was in progress, and a policeman 
in plain clothes interfered. It was said that 
he struck a boy, and the mob immediately 
rushed at him, and there can be no doubt that 
the man was hit hard and frequently. 
At this juncture he was in great dan^ 
ger. He was got away by means of a 
little force and a good deal of strategy, 
and for the time being took shelter 
in the " BonanzA"store opposite which the mob 
moved, complaining against the man to In- 
spector Kerr and at the same time threaten- 
ing bim. Inspector Kerr to appease them 
gathered the most turbulent spirits round him 
and harangued fhem in a winning way, the re- 
sult bein^ that they took upon themselves the 
reeponeihility of clearing the pavement Ht this 
point. One of these self-appointed preservtrs 
of good order who was not immediately obeyed 
took a couple of his good friends roughly 
by their necks and pushed them along, 
shouting as he did so, ••You got to 
hear me when a talking to you, you hard-ears 
nege' men.**^ He next caught hold of two 
others and jerked them along, and dthera of 
his kidney behaving much in the same way 



relieved the congestion at this spot, and they 
would certainly have *' fired" the police too had 
they not possessed Sufficient commonsense and 
humour to accept in a suitable spirit the zeal 
shown by those who had usurped their 
authority with such excellent intentions and 
moat desirable results. Thus it was that this 
little row between the mob and a policeman 
passed off.

lu the course of the morning Inspector 
Kerr had promised the men that he would 
interview the heads of all the principal ship- 
ping firms and see whether the dispute could 
not in some way be adjusted. To this 
course the strikers readily consented, and it 
was agreed that they should assemble on the 
Parade Ground to learn from Mr. Kerr the 
result of his mission. Half-an-hour before the 
appointed time nearly 1,000 men, women 
and boys marched from Water 8ti*eet to the 
Parade Ground where they were joined 
by Inspector Kerr on horseback. The men 
stated that other crowds from Water Street 
wonld possibly like to be present when Mr.^ 
Kerr stated the result of his interview with the 
merchants, and suggested a delay. But it was 
decided that the result should be made known 
at once, which was done. 

Inspector Kerr said : '* You know that I 
promised some of jou men to see the mer- 
chants, which I did this morning at the 
Exchange— at the Chamber of Commerce, 
that is, you know — all of them, from La 
Penitence Store right away down to de 
Jonge & Smith's. And now I will tell 
what they all said, but you must understand 
that I am- only telling you exactly what they 
told me in the 9ame way that I carried out my 
promise to tell them what you told me. They 
all said that for years— >as far back as thirty 
years ago, when sugar was fetching a much 
higher price than it fetches now— the same 
WH^es were paid that are paid now that sugar is 
fetching a lower price than it did long ago. I 
do not know if jou underBtand me (Cries : 
" Oh yes, we understand.") And now if I remem- 
ber right, another complaint you made to me was 
that you were paid for a part of each day un 
those days on which you did not woi^k for the 
whole day — so much or so much according to 
the time you worked. Is not that so P (Shouts : 
yes.) Well then, I may tell you that I also 
mentioned that, but they said — Mr. de 
Jonge I think it was, but really I cannot say 
for certain. (Loud shouts : That is the place ! 
That is the very man — the said precise man !) 
They said that for all these years you have 
always been paid in this way for broken days. 
Now that I have told you what they said, I 
will, if ^ou ask me, let them know your 
answer." 

It was explained also by Inspector Keiirr that 
on one or two urgent occasions 16 cents an 
hour was paid in order to get steamed dee*

patobfdy bat thU waiye ooold not be expected 
regularlj, tbe mercbante bad said. 

▲ big ^ow witb a boooh of flowers at the 
side of oil bat stuped forward at this janctnre. 
He said *'If yon pieaae to kindly go oaok and 
•ay fo' we tnat wben white nan work for thirty 
yeert if they don't get tbeir money raiie P We 
work for thirty yeaxe for the same money and 
now we want a raiae ; we want more money. 
Aak them if it ent true that if white man work 
for thirty years for the aame money he moat 
turn worthleaa and tlef and gamble and drink 
nun.

Tbe gathering in the Parade ground then 
broke op, tbe police and the strikers returning 
to Water Street. 

^ AT LA PBVITINOI STOEX. 

All day a sullen crowd hung about the 
entrance to La Penitence Store and on tbe 
bridge across the adjacent service canal. But 
it was not till about 1 p.m. tbat a row took 
place. The mob bad been joined by another 
which arrived by way of Lombard Street. 
Sergeant-Major Franklin and a few police- 
men had tried to bar the way acroea the 
bridge, but they could not keep the people 
back, and all thoy could do waa to follow 
them. Hnndreda of men rnahed towards the 
cooperage on tbe south side of the premisee 
ana gained acoesa to the wharf by a aide 
entrance, the main door in f i ont having been 
doaed previously. Tbe 8.a. Salyhia was lying 
at the wharf with a large gang of labonrera, 
both men and women, on board, againat whom 
the spleen of the strikers was directed. 
As good fortune would have it, tbe ship was 
about six or eight feet from tbe wharf, and 
grasping the situation the officera ordered tbe 
atage leading ashore to be withdrawn and thus 
cut oft approach to the vessel. Notwithstand- 
ing thia, some of the strikers contrived to gain 
the main deck, but these were too few to work 
any harm and they were speedily fired on shore. 
Sub*Inspectors Gamble and Andrewa hadby 
thia time put in their appearance and did all in 
their power to coax the people into leaving the 
wharf, but for a considerable time th^ could 
not accomplish anything. The labourers were 
determined, they said, to prevent the other 
labourers from working, ana threatened them. 
But after tbttr breath was exhauated they left 
with a mad rush. A quantity of old mat- 
ting lay in the line of rush, among which 
scoree of the people fell and rolled. 
There was a pile of sugar in the store 
packed to a height of about fifteen 
feety and on this elevation the mob 



climbed and danced, ahontiog and somA. 
times howling in their glee. Tbe turning 
point came wben some sugar turn was 
fonnd on the wharf, which Bob-lBspector 
Gsmble innsted should be broken m into 
pieces and not carried in the whole etSoks, his 
resson for so advising being too obvioaa to 
need mentioniog. The sugar eaaa waa 
promptly seized ny the leaders who rushed 
from the wharf, the whole mob loUo^tng 
them. 

A POBTBB UJirBBD. 

Messrs. WIeting & ftiohtei^e store wa« also 
invaded on two occasions yesterday. In the 
first instance the mob ordered a porter aamed 
Jerome, who had been employea for a con- 
ndersble time by tbe firm, to pntdewn hie 
truck and oleer out of the etoni, which tbe 
men declined to do, wherenpoo he waa struck 
most brutally on the month, one tooth being 
knocked out and several others rsnderd alack. 
The second time the same store was msbed into 
the people forced their way up a stairway from 
the wluui, where they encountered a lad who 
waa euapeoted to be a labourer in hiding. He 
ms flung downstairs with bnt scant ceremony. 
At tbe bead of the stairway in question the 
crowd vras stopped by some of the clerke and 
Mr. Bichter, jnr., who wae roughly handled 
and is stated to have received a cowardly blow 
on the heed. He pointed out tbat the store 
was private propei^, which he bad a right 
to defend from intrusion, and rushing at 
one of his aasailanta he kicked him ia the 
orthodox manner. Word waa then passed 
to the street that a strikes bsd been thus 
unkindly treated, and additions to the crowd 
already in tbe store followed, but nothing was 
done except to point out to Mr. Bichter that 
he had acted wrongly— very wrongly indeed, in 
kicking a bigger man than he waa. Mr. 
George Davia. a clerk, alao recmved a dout at 
the aame time ap Mr. Bichter got into diffieul- 
tiea. 

AH UrCBnABI OF WAOIS PBOMIBai>. 

In thia way a decidedly lively day waa 
paased. The police were assaulted several 
times. The pavements were blocked, and at 
times the vehicular tn^o became jammed. 
The hurge atorea put up their ahuttera early 
in tbe afternoon, and the retail dry-goods 
stores might well have done so too, ss tbeir 
trade yesterday wss completely arrested. The 
wholesale premises of Messrs. J. F. Santos &, 
Co. kept open after the others had closed, and 
the crowd having nowhere else to go, dropped 
in at Mr. Santos's office. Both of the partners, 
Mr. Santos and Mr. Pereira,iBsmefiEately Dromis- 
ed to give an increase in wages when it became 
necessary to employ outside labour, and on 
receiving thia assurance the mob left, shouting 
at what they leckoned was a great victory of 
labour over capital. 

AU day in Water Street bright Uttle hap- 
penings took place. At one time Inspector 



Oamble plajed tng-of-war with the striken to 

niAke tbe «f pats off as a pkAsaat day 

phoold. Ho had aeea a man with a 

pkiok and triad to take the ''pow" away. 

'Hitherto atioks bad been ocmtpioaoaa by their 

abeonoe. The man refused to band over the 

atiok, bnt as the eab-Inspeetor bad set his 

heart on hairiaff it, a straggle followed, Mr. 

Uamble being dragged from the pavement of 

Booker's haidware store to a pomt inrUier 

soath on the opposite side of the stvsel, wlien 

the atiek broke and settled the matter. 

THB SIOT ACT BBAD. 

a 5 p.m. the people deserted the north and 
eeotionsol the street and oMurmted 
between the fi.G. Bank and the Sta&oek 
Market A loroe of armed polloe with beyooets 
fised arrived at this janotnre and were drawn 
Tip across Water Stieet at sereral pomts, bnt 
th^ did not aseome UbiB aggressive Dot nierd|y 
tried to eontiol the traffic. Mr. J. Brnmell, 
i Police Magistrate, Mr. B. ▲. Y. Abraham, Oe 
' Mayor, the Inspeotor Qenerai and others 
warned the people against acts of miscondact 
or violeaoe, seeing no doabt tliat the mob 
appeared to be now in a daageroos trasse 
(jmind,jedging by the frequent threats heard 
' on either hand. Some of tbe strikers straggled 
away from Water street, bat it was not ontil 
night was approaching that the gathering en- 
tirely disfiersed, the Police Magistrats having 
read the riot act on f oor oocaskms and repeated 
his warning to tbe men. 

At aboat 8 pjn. a namber of bakers 'm the 
city also strook lor higher pay and indolged 
in a triamphal maach throagh Oarmiohael 
Street. 



OUTAAGE AITB YIOLESCE 
BT THE MOB. 

WHITE CITIZEKS ASSAULTED 
AND HOUSES ATTACHED. 

FOIJGE FIEE ON THE CROWD. 

SEVEN KILLED AND SEYBNTBBN 

WOUNDED.

After the lUot Aot was read on the OToning of 
tbe 30th November in Water Street at tbe west 
terminos of Begent Street and Bobb Street, at 
tbe corner of Mgent Street and Hincks Street 
and in Brickdam» by Mr. J. Bmmell, Pdioe 
Mi^istratei the large crowds which bad 
isaembled in the bosiness section of 



tbe citv slpwly dispsrsedp bat the 
people did not go id their nomes» bat congre* 
gated in theprorision shops of Bonrda, Albert- 
town* Wortmanrille, Alba<^own and other 
ontlymg diatriots, to joke and langh at their 
day% adrentares. The prevailing of^don was 
that the riot act they had beard read was a bogoa 
oeremonyt beoaosetlie S^ing had not yet had an 
opportoaUy of hearing of tbe most excellent 
behaTk>ar of his loyal sabjects in Georgetown« 
mora especially the wharf laboarsrs aiul their 
aiders and abettors, among whom, it is dia« 
graoslal to mention, were men oocapying 
poeitkma which ahoald haive nused them abore. 
the level to which they sank in misgaiding 
the more ignorant olaBseo and aripng them ta 
continoe, not the strike, bat the riot ; for there 
can be no denial of the statement that for ser* 
eral hoars before the reading of the Biot Act the 
matter was no lonoer a strike. GanjB^ dt 
loafers who seldom ifever worked had joined 
in and had taken the matter entirely oat of 
the hands of tbe strikers, and their freqnenb 
aote of violence on the afternoon of Tharsday 
at Yarioos wharf-stores showed plainly that 
the strike had merged into riot, dp to 
noon on Thorsday, the people seemed both 
willing and anxioas to listen to rsason. They 
ooald not be acoased of any ndsoondact at 
tbe inteiriew they had in tbe Parade Groand 
with Inspector Kerr at 2.90 p.m., bat later the9 
threw reaaon and restrunt to the winds, ana 
those who knew the character of the negro iiK 
his wild momente also knew that the matter- 
was coming to a head, and troable oC' 
a serioas natore was not fiur distant. On Fri- 
day morning at an early hoar there waSf 
however, mach to promise that tbe matter was 
at an end, and that the people had taken to 
heart the warning which in a most serioag 
way had been given them bj police c^oers an4 
others. Bat by 7.30 a.m. this hope waa 
lost, large crowds mastering in localitiea 
they bad dispersed froin on tbe prsTioos 
evening. The people in Georgetown at thia 
time had committed no spedfio act which 
woald have warranted harsh measares 
by the police, bat in the oatekirts of the town# 
and especially in tbe direction of La Penitence 
and Bmmveld where the police were not so 
strongly represented as elsewhere, the troable 
started with sach desperation on the part ot 
the rioters that for the protection of lifg 
and property several sboto were fired at Baim« 
veld, tbe seqael being that soon afterwards a 
cart was seen passing throagh the city with 
foar persons lying in it who were in merc^ 
being taken to the Colonial Hospital to see iC 
th^ lives coold be saved. XJnf ortanately all 
were not slightly woanded. Possibly it was sap^ 
posed beforehand that the sight of thg 
woanded woald provide a salntary lesson for the 
others, bat this result was notatteined,andit waa 
generally admicted that tbe riot in George- 
town was only resamed yesterday after thg 
crowds saw the cart bearing the woanded from 
Btdmveld to the Hospital.

Tellfl rent tbd air, and threats and oatht wata 
ntteredi and before long a f oriona mob attaoked 
the Portoflnieae Pawnbroker^ with atonea and 
■ticks. Wittdowa were amaehed and the plaoe 
waa raided and rifled, the amoont of th« loee 
being stated to be about tS,iiOO, bnt this fifi^r% 
oaonot be relied on nntil after a oaoreeztenaive 
anrvey of theloasand^maffocan be made. Mr. 
Rnmphreg^'t p re mie ea at the oomer of Robb and 
High Streiota waa alao eaeked, plate-glass win- 
dows being smaahed as if tbey were only worth 
a few pence, and here the loss was consider* 
able. These premises were jttst renovated for 
the new bosiness there. 

FLYING CROWDS. 

It waa atem work for the police sll daj. 
Thi*s6-fonrths of the popolace of Georgetown 
geemed to have gone atark ataring mad; 
but wben the report was eircalatsd that 
blood had been shed, the less plaoky 
took to their heels and made good their 
escape in an easterly direction by New- 
market, Marray. Middle, Oharcb, North, 
Bobb, Regent and Ofaarlotte Streets, also 
By way dt Sooth Street, Brickdam, Had* 
fie]<^. Bent and D'Urban Streets, bat hay- 
ing gained the safe side of Oamp Street, 
tbey rallied, not for the purpose of retorning 
bnt to take their misoondnot np>town, whera 
the more^ spirited had remained. Crowds sa- 
aemblad in all the streets mentioned, stopping 
tebicles in wbiob white people were being con- 
veyed to their homes or places of bosiness. 
Qradoally tbete mobs worked their way towarda 
Water Street by varioos channels and en- 
tertained themselves by SBBaolting law- 
abiding colonists. One of these lawless 
^ifcuigs gave chase to a carriage which was 
conveying the Chief Jostioe along North 
Street towsu-ds High Street, bat the coachman 
made good use of his horse and nothing more 
aerbua happened than the giving of a 
larae number of promises to meet His Honour 
again. Several such chases occarred, bat it 
was thought that a man like Papie Hill was 
perfectly safe. Not so, however ; for the 
assistant Police Msgistrate fared as badly 
as many and a good deal worse than the 
majority. As Messrs. P. H. B. Hill, J. K. D. 
Hill and S. Jones drove up to the OityPoKoe 
Court in the morning, a number of' stones 
were thrown at the oarriage, chiefly by women. 
The driver, who evidently waa quite terrified, 
even to screaming, controlled his horse, and 
Ibe gentlemen assisted by the bailiffs made 
their way to the Courts. Both Magistrates 
received wounds on the head, and 
Mr. Jones received injuries to his 
head and knee. Soon after a foroe 
of police arrived under Colonel Lushing^ 
ton, Atd fired on the people, who were then 
Siotitig in the direction of the Public Bnildings. 
One man by the name of Archer, a painter, was 
struck down dead, and afterwards removed by 
the hospital ambulance. A guard of police 



warik then stationed at the ooraer 4d Hieh 
Street and the Brickdam, while a few were 
atstiooed atthePoUic Buildings gnto. 

FISING IN TH0MA8 SUSBT. 

In ThooMia Sibreet to6 soma of th# peo^l« 
were shoi» and it oannot bs dof^lored too 
deeply that in one inatanoe at leaat oe» 
person waa innocent of any rioion« iatear 
tion and was going towarda a yard 'On the 
west side of the streets between Mkldla and 
New Market Streets, when a shot not aimed 
specially at her stmcl: her. Arcond the nest 
corner^ in Newiaarket 8ta»e t » a Ifti naaed 
Hsrold Samneii. who, it ia stud* fvaa on his 
wMT to purchase aoma iron bolts, waa hit. a 
ballet passing through hie left asm and lodg- 
ing in the left aide. The doctors 
did not feel joatified in tam^eria^ with 
the bnllat which had been lodged m bis body 
lest it should hasten the lad'a deaib. which 
took plaoe» however, in a few hoars. 

▲7 THE HOSPITAL. 

Every attentton waa at onoa eiveo to the 
woBttded on their arrival at the CMoial Hos- 
pital. The surgical ward, whieh aocominodiites 
nearly 100 patienta, was bapinly far from 
crowded, and Dr.. Barnea and hia atsU were 
able to treat the patients with all expedition. 
The Surgeon Qensral waa bHuseU eaily on the 
scene and remained in the Hoapital the s>^^' 
part of the day. Seen by a rspreeentative 
during the early part of the afternoon the 
ward presented a deUghtf uUy ^iok and span 
appearanee, and desp^ the pressnre of work 
there was no lack of skilled attention for the 
sufferers, only two of whom were at that time 
considered to be in danger, but these were 
badly injured, and but faint hope was enter- 
tained of their recoveiry. 

Several- of the police were also treated at the 
hospital, mostly for head injuries, snd many 
of the men could be seen on dnty dniing the 
day wearing large head bandages, testifying 
to the fury of ths mob at the varioas points 
where they came into aeriouB conflict with the 
police. 

Moat of the dead were wounded abont the 
head and face. The young man Davaon, who 
ezpircfd abont fifteen minutes after bebg ad- 
mitted to the Hospital, had a bad skull wound, 
and practically no hope was entertained of bis 
recovery from the first. Mrs. Lewis had re- 
ceived a bullet through the left eye, and the in- 
juries of the others wei e mostly about the cbest 
and face. 

FABTICULABS OF KILLED AND WOUKDED. 

UptosboutSp.m. yestsrday there were six 
killed and 17 wounded lying in the Oolonial 
Hospital, the former being placed io the 
mortuary where a limited number of their 
relatives and friends were admitted who filled 
the air with a4es of grief. Hie liet of dead

STRIKE EXTENDS TO PLN. ""SIAHOVd/ 

(From the ** Daily Chromc^e,-* Sunday, 

December 3rd.) 

After tb« trngio events of tbe dav before a 
considerably calmer and Ipss lawless demeanour 
onRracteiised tbesfriVers in Greoreetown on tbe 
2nd inst. and the mob whicb, since tbe bpein- 
nVntc of tbe distnrbances, baa been aBSociated 
witb tbem. There was still, however, and parti- 
cularly in th« earlier honrs of tbe fore- 
noon, a considerable element of rowdyism 
and in nome inRtanoes white pedestrinns who 
bnpnened to m«*et tbe sangs of rougbs of both 
eejces from tbe lower qaarters of the city which 
(gathered ^tlmos^ instantly on the appenrance of 
what tbey took for Hn e^ sy victim were only saved 
from serious molestation by seeking the nearest 
haven of sbeU^^r. As it was, throughout the dtiy 
resi^eotablo oTtizens were frequently shopped in 
the less frequented streets by gHUgs of youths 
and voung women, many armed with sticks, 
and threatened with a beafine i' they did not 
part with fiome of their money. Oriea of 
" Blood for blood," and *• A life for a life" were 
frequently heard am'^nsr the rowdy element, 
but on the whole the feplinGT bad considerably 
Buhsided yesterday. Happily the c^ontinuons 
heavy rain of the prAvions evening had ole^red 
the streets, and the renewal of t.he distnrbHncsB 
which was feared at nitrhtfall did n:t take 
plac<>. A farther outbreak, in fact, was nipped 
in the bud bv the weather conditions. 

Now that the deplorable events of Friday 
ai*e being seen in their true perspective public 
opinion is being focossed on the initiation of 
the firin? at Pin. Ruimveld, BHokdam and 
Thomas Street. It is clear that the authorities 
will be greatly mistaken if they consider that 
the strong feeling in connection with these 
events is confined to the threatening mob 
whose attitude rendered the regrettable step 
necessary. The feeling amone: the respect- 
able and law-abiding working classes, some of 
whom had relatives killed or injured, is, 
however, practically entirely due to tbe fact 
that innocent blood has unavoidably been shed. 
The d^ath of tbe woman. Mrs. lie wis, who was 
inatanUy killed by a rifle ball in the left eye, was, 
iti<) fairly cl^ar, due to the glancing of a bullet 
from the shingle wall of one of the houses, and 
in ot)*er cases, among those being the youth 
Harold Samuel, similar unfortunate wounding 
took place. To the fact that innocent victims 
are numbered among the killed and injured is 
due tbe feeling among tbeworkins people, who 
forget that the presence of otherwise orderly 
citizens among the mob could not possibly 
be known to tbe police when the filing 
occurred* The Mayor yesterday did some 



useful work in quieting the feelinfir, by explain- 
ing how th^ glxncine bullpts did noexpected 
injury, to the groups of m^n and women «bo 
had gathered about the f^treet comers discuss- 
ing tbe events of the prpvion^* day. 

The inquiry i' to the shooting affrav, wbich 
is usual in euch rases, will be held in duB 
course. 

TH1B SCBVa Iir WAT BR STBBBT. 

Water Street was again in possession of 
armed police yesterday morning and any 
development of the rowd?i<«m in this qaarter 
of tbe city was thus impossibla. A sooowhat 
alarming incident, however, occurred dorio^ 
the morning, a woman of notoiious character, 
who is said to be related to one of the Thomas 
Street victims, approaching one of tbe 
white officers on duty in a threatening 
manner and shontins thnt she would have 
a ' white man's blood in revenge for ber 
relative who had been killed. The ofieer pnt 
her oiE for the moment with a joke^ and the 
woman, espying a stout elderly citizen who 
seemed to be easier game, res bed at hlfli and 
would probably have inflicted a dianfferoat 
injury had the eentleman not foond refofps in 
Messrs. Baldwin A Go.'s premises, the vinipo 
drawing a huge prospecting knife as tbe 
fleeinar citizen di'^apneared from view. The 
officer and P.(\ 2,276 Gilbert rushed ap 
and disarmed tbe woman and had her conveyed 
to tbe lock-up. One or two of tbe msrobanta 
who bad partially opened their pramisea 
closed their shops after this inoident, uidss en 
Frid'iy business was practically entirely 
suspended ia tbe street throngbout tbe dav. 
Tbe car service was also anapanded all day, 
wbieh was probably fortunate, as ia many ol the 
tluHTongbfares threatening and noisy oinwda 
gathered readily whenever an o|q|KMrtnnity 
appeared to present itself for workinit niiaobief 
of any kind. The streets and the outlying 
districts, however, were fairly el&oiently 
patrolled by the special constables who 
had been enrolled, by drafts of the police 
and cycle company of the Artillery. 

Tbe work of tbe police both in Water Street 
and throGgfbout tbe other parts of the city is 
worth V of special mention. Since tbe hesin- 
ning of the disorders tbe police have had both 
a dansrerous and an extremely fatiguing duty 
to perform, and it must be said they have 
risen to the occasion in a manner worthy of 
alt praise. They wei*e tactful, zealous and un- 
cotii plaining, and if some of them have been air- 
ing ffrievanees of late this certainly did not 
interfere in the slightest degree with tbeeffi- 
cienov of their services from first to last. 

A di^nrd^rlv seene was witnessed during; the 
afternoon in tbe Brickdam. which necessitated 
the arrest of about half-a-dozen rowdy lenkales. 
The arrival of rations for the police on daty at 
this point was the signal for a rush by a rabble 
of women of the centipede persuasion who 
speedily got tbe bread intended for tbe police, 
men into their clutches and proceeded to de^ 
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before the Inepeotor Qeneral and said " The 
woman led me into this trouble. They on^ht 
to be here." 

" Qaite risht'' answered Colonel Lnahington 
" tbey will oe caogbt to-day/' This promise 
baa since been redeemed, and last nij^ht more 
til an one ill-cond noted woman paaed the 
ni(;hi in a oell^ with a bard, cold Kr^nheart 
floor as a bed. Several alarming oases of 
hysterics ocoarred, bnt in the Brtokdam police 
station yesterday and last night this was not 
considered a notifiable dieeaee, the self-acting 
sore-throat care being left to work itself ont. 

BOWBnSM AT RUiwrmLD. 

Several cases of rowdyiam occurred ^eater- 
day near La Penitence, where the two prisoners 
brought down last niffbt from Knimveld 
were captured. One of two attempts were 
mude to mob law-abiding oitizeDS, and here it 
was that Mr. Q-. W. (Gordon, of the (General 
Register offioe, Yiotoria Law Courts, was 
attacked. Mr. Cordon was passing along the 
road leading from La Penitence to Ruimveld 
in a cab with a friend, when he was 
spotted HS a spdcinl constable and attacked. 
A scuffle followpdi out of which the hard- 
pressed constable came with a large and painful 
wound on the leg, caused by a oowardlv blow 
with either an angular stick or blunt bladed 
weapin. 

THE EAST BANK HELD BT AN 
ABMED FORGE. 

At about 8 a.m. yest'^rday a message was 
receive at police headquarters on BHekdam 
that 8 )me of the factory hands of Diamond 
estate on the E<ist Bank had struck work for 
higher wasr6S, and in town it was f»'ared that 
the situation there had or might beoome oritioal. 
Grinding operations bad commenced when the 
factory porters and sn gar-oarers demanded an 
increase in their wages. The former, who had 
hitherto received 36 cents a day, demanded 46 
cent», while the suear-cnrer^, whose daily 
wage was 40 cents, asked for 56 cents. 

Mr. Fleming, the manager, seeing that the 
hands had Veu influenced for the worse by the 
example of the people of Georgetown and La 
Penitence, and were inclined to be violent, lost 
no time in communicating with the p^ioe, 
whose prompt action in holding the entire 
East Bank by armed forces cannot be too 
highly ommendei. Ruimveld wae held by 
sob -Inspector Hill, there was a detachment of 
ttie Artillery with bicycles at Fh>vidence, and 
a stronger force of twenty armed policemen 
and special constables, under Captain Barklie 
and sub-Inspector Andrews, wns despatched 
by fire carriages to Diamond. On arriving 
there it was found that there was a strong 
feeling of unrest among a section of the 
labourers, and although the matter was not 
desperate, there was abondant evidence 
that the manager of the estate had not 
acted uawisdy in seeking assistance. Steps 



were immediately taken to protect ttie 
works from injury. Tbe big gate leading 
to the factory was closely gnardsd, tbe 
police and constables taking spdfsalthis im- 

Sortant pointy and entry to tbe building was 
enied to all but the labourers who were known 
to be loyal to the estate authorithsi » and 
these it may be stated to their cr«dit, 
were not a few. A fairly large crowd as- 
sembled outside the gate referred to, not 
composed entirely, however, of striker^, many 
who assembled being quiet men and women 
who, although willing to work, could not do 
BO because grinding had been auspemded for 
the time being in consequence of tbe strike. 
The people were treated with tact; nothing 
was done to anger them, and as the honrs 
passed they tried in th4r own way to he 
friendly by throwing bits of canter acroea 
the intervening canal. By afternoon tbey 
were in oapitu spirits, and to prevent 
any inconvenience to the people the 
week'e wages were paid. All tbia acted in a 
bene&clHl manner, and by 5 p.m. it was clear 
that tbe armed force could with ^absolute 
safety be withdrawn; but Captain Barklie 
and Inspector Andrews preferred to wait 
for a couple of hours longer, and b^ore 
their departure tbe people had en- 
tirely withdrawn from the entrance to 
the factory. Those of them, however, who 
were still hanging' round the uncultivated 
space in this locality were spoken to in a 
kindly way and warned against being led away 
into doing anythin^r which would tend to brin^ 
themselves into trouble and distress upon those 
who were dependent on their exertions as bread* 
winners. The armed force, whose comfort 
had been most carefully considered dar* 
ing their stay by the manager, then 
withdrew, proceeding by the carriages which 
had conveyed tliem from town to the other 
guarded posts. At Ruimveld they were joined 
by some of the police there, for the purpose of 
handing over two tired-looking and low spirited 
prisoners who had been arrested and who were 
lod^d for the night in a cell at the Brickdam 
station. The special constables were thereafter 
dismissed, being previously requested to attend 
parade at 6 a.m. to-day. 



ALLBffED OUTBREAK IH HEW 
AlUrBRDAX. 

The report was persiatent in Georgetown on 
the 2nd inst. that strikes and rioting bad broken 
out in New Amsterdam, but a teliegram 
to our correapondemt brought a reaasur- 
ing reply. There has been no dis- 
turbance he reports. Probably tbe mmonr had 
its oriffin in the fact that some extra pcrtera 
employed in oonneotion with Messrs. Spros- 
tons* steamers in the neighbouring county re- 
fused to accept the wages offered them— eight 
cents per hour.

ABBlVAIi OF T^B WARSHIPS.

Oeorgobowa woke up on Saadaj mominff 
to fipd the city effeotiveJy patrolled by 8inaU 
parties of sturdy seamen and marines from 
H.Al.S Sappho^ who dariaj; tbe loreoooa 
were joined by another landini? party ftom 
the cruiser Diamond, But {or the an- 
wonted scene of armed blue-jackete 
and polioe patroUinK the tbovoughftinm 
and theooeauonal roQsiot; of the ecbcMM by 
sharp words of eommand the appearance of 
the streets was not greatly different from that 
of an ordinary Sunday mornijDg. There waa a 
greater {eelinfc of confidenoa among the white 
residents, who were able to move about in 
almost aU quarters of the otty without molesta- 
tion, the gangs of rowdies who had established a 
reign of terrorism cm Friday and Satui^ 
day haying aqtirely disi^ppeared from the 
streets. Yesterday bnsiness was resumed 
every whecei and it was evidanit, aUihough the 
streets were crowded and the excitement caused 
by^the recent events had by no means com- 
pletely sobsided, that the police had tbe sitaa« 
tion thoroughly in hand. * Small levici of men 
had been made on qaost of the police stations in 
the country districts and the augmented force 
thus ot>tained, together with the force of nearly 
two hundred seamen and marines on duties 
througoat the city, gaTU Colonel Lnsbington 
complete control of the positfoa. Daring the 
dar it w^s foand necessary to send drafts of 
ponce from tbe city to Pins. TersaiUea and 
Nismes, where disturbances had been reported, 
but this did not intBrfeva in any way with the 
effeotive patrolling of the ^ty. Lieutenant 
Cameron, with ■ party of bluajackets from the 
Diamond^ also erossad to the West Bank^ the 
police aeoompanyiag the naval loroe in their 
civil capacity. Fortunately there was no seri- 
ous deyelopment of the disturbances at any 
of the eetates. Ntsmes being reported quiet 
at a oomparatively early hour. Siaoe the 
beginning of the disorders police have been 
despatched from the city to Pins. Diamond. 
HouEton, Yersailles and Kismes, but in no 
cise has there been any serious development. 
Houston was also reported quiet eariy yester- 
day afternoon* bat the estate authorities asked 
for protection for a little longer, which 
uf.oourse, granted.

Perhaps the most serious disturbance during 
Sunday and yesterday was that caused 
between 9 and 10 o'clock on Sunday night by 
tlie appearance of a body of police 
under Inspector Kerr, who was accompanied by 
Captain Hodges of the Soppha, in the Boorda 



district {or the - purpose of eff^ting the arrest 
of six persons. A force from the 8ap]pho aoe 
companied the polioe and a scuffle ensued 
while the arrests were being nui.de. Cue of 
the petty officers of the 8ap]^o had his tunic 
cut by a blow from a cutlass^ only the thick 
roll of p<kper which he happened to , have; in 
his pocket at the time saving him from a 
serious injuiy. Twelve arrests in all 
were made at this time, and eleven ^of the 

frisoners were subsequently charged at the 
*olice Court with gambling. All of the ring« 
leaders in the riots have noc yet been captured, 
several, it is understood, being still in hiding. 
Altogether between forty and forty-five arreat^ 
have been made in connection with the liot^. 

ABRIVAL OF TfiS WARSHIPS. 

The ci'uiaers Sappho and Diamond did not 
arrive, as was anticipated, on Saturday fore- 
noon, but the former got into the river with 
the evening tide, and a force of seamei^ and 
marines was landed immediately on the vessel 
coming to anchor. The force was divided 
between tbe Bre Leary barracks and the 
Briekdam, but after the arrival of the 
Diamond the men ftom the Sappho were 
grouped together at Kte Learjr a^nd thh 
Briekdam station was given over to the men 
landed from the former vesseL 

The third-class cruiser Diamond, of the Par- 
ticular Service squadron, arrived in the river 
from Barbados about l6 o'clock on Sunday 
morning and anchored off the America stelf- 
ing. She had been detained by heavy and 
misty weather and had some difficulty in mak- 
ing the port. The J^anion<2 is a tfaree«f unnelled 
vessel, of 8.000 tons, carries 12 guns, has a crew 
of nearly 900 and is commanded by Capt. H. H. 
D. TothilK She was lannefaed at Btrkenfaead 
last year, and was commissioned at Devonport 
in February last for service in the West Indies 
under the recent naval redistribution scheme, 
her station bei^g 9srmudi^ during the abaence 
of the Particular Service squadron from West 
Indian waters. She was at B^^rbados while the 
white troops were being removed from that 
island and her next call was to have been St. 
Lucia during the removal of the troops there. 
After a call at Grenada she was due to 
arrive at Geor|;etown on |^ six days' vint 
on the 24th inst. She is one; of the 
fastest cruisers which have visited West 
Indian waters, having made 21f knots at her 
speed trials. Her draught on entering the 
river was 16 feet forward and about 18 feet 
aft. The Sappho, which is commanded by 
Captain Hodges, is a second-class cruiser, built 
in 1891, of 3.400 tons and 20} knots, and was 
lately drill ship of the Bojal Naval Beserve in 
tbe Firth of Forth. She has recently been 
attached to the Atlantic Fleet and arrived st 
Trinidad on the 28tb uU., from Halifax, N .S. 
She carries 272 m<m and eight guns, but had 
also on board a contingent of men from 
another cruiser at pi?ese«t at. Port^-&^i\. ' 
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About fliffbty leatnen and tnarihev were 
Unded firom the Diamond' on ber arrival. 
Xiieatenanta Daoat and Harvey and etib-liien- 
tenant Oreagb beitig In charee^ A couple of 
maxims were also landed, and the men were 
at once pot on patrol daty in company with 
armed police. Altogether abont 75 seamen 
and marines are quartered at theBriokdam 
station, and a somewhat larger Bumber at 
EfeLei^rjr.

The lad Harold Samuel, wbo died in the 
Oolonial Hospital on Friday afternoon, was 
sent to purchase some iron bolts for the com- 
pletion of some work he had been hired to 
perform as a carpenter in Queenstown Ward, 
fn Newmarket Street a militiaman passed 
him in a cab and shouted to. him that the 
bugle had sounded to call out the militia, and 
Samuel being a militiaman was returning 
towards East Street;, where he lived, for 



the ilurpoie ol getlia^-faii belt-wlieB ho saw 
that shots were being nred ahead. He imme* 
diately we^t to im uaenpliiBeA yafd on the 
north side of Newmarket Street and was 
standing with another young fellpw under a 
tree. Shots had been nred by the police at 
the corner of Thomas and Newmarket 
Streets, in the vicinity of which, It will 
be remembered that several people were 
iatallT Mt, and while this terrible scene 
wae beiii|f enadted, several shots rtutf^ o»t 
at the next street oonaer, ftom premises at 
the comer of Oasip Street, and it was said that 
It was at this time that Samuel threw up his 
arms and fett. He called on his companion to 
raise him and was taken to the hospital where 
he made a clear statement of the case to several 
persons who visited him. Colonel Lnsbington 
when he heard of the matter exnressed regret ; 
he denied that he shot the Uid,as nad been stated, 
and he asked that those who were in a posi- 
*tion to furnish information be advised to come 
to him as early as possible so that he might 
obtain a Warrant of arrest in respeol to the

of sooh a natMwae would justify this step.

TBS WOVVDVD TS HOSmAXi. 

Testerday the wounde4 ^^ hospital were pro- 
gressing in a satisfaotorv way, altbongb it can- 
not be conoealed that there are some serious 
cases under ti-eatment. Apii^rt from the 
[list of seventeen wounded puUiahed on 
Saturday, it baa been ascertained that there 
are i^ few oiher cases. But these were com- 
paratively trivial, and the people, perhaps 
tearing that they would be identified with 
some offence imd prosecuted, elected to seek 
ihe aid of druggists in getting their injaries 
attended to, » 

It has- been observed and eommeated on 
that some of those wbo were killed and a 
fairly large x^oroentage of the wounded were 
inoffensive persons, and an explanation of this 
most regrettable fiuitare has been made. It is 
thought that through a strong feeling of 
hnmanity the shooting on the whole was most 
inaoourate, with the result tiiat the ringleaders 
1^0 were in, most cases the partlee at whom 
aim was taken, or rather at whom aim was not 
taken escaped, and persons standing In the rear 
became the yiotims. OoL Lnshington related a 
happening to a representative whtob would go to 
support this. He stated that a man whose 
courage could not be quesdoned ventured to 
within a short distance of the police while 
shooting was going on. He was a dangeroas 
fellow at qlose quarters^ and he was order- 
ed to be shot at, but notwithstanding that 
he was so near, shot after shot was dis- 
charged at him without harming hiiq. Stand- 
ing face to face with the police he braved 
the desperate situation, striking himself on the 
chest and iuTiting the police to kill him. It 
was only when it seemed likely that he would 
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b9 charged at that he desiited and cleared oat 
withoat bariiig a hair of hie head harmed, 
'* He was a brave man" aaid Colonel Loahing- 
too.'* And aUboa((h I waa bound to ord«r hiiu 
to be fired at, peraonallj I felt glad ihdt tho 
plucky fellow managed to escape. I should 
I nave been 63ctrene^> aprry to fee eiyih a, bra^e 
man killed/' ^

Yesterday they all turned out to 
work, haWng. decided mti to inoonvenienee the 
oompaay. buk to endeavour to attain ^eir end 
by appealing to their employers for an imirease 
olpajr* • .

DETAILS OF THB RUIXyiLD BIOT. 

^ Our East Bank correspondent writes :— Tbe 
riot at Ruimveld commenced on Wednesday at 
mid-day with a porters' strike for higher wages. 
The porters were then shipping molasses, and 
East Indiana were used in their place next 
day. On Friday morning fire was nut, ss usual, 
but earlier an evil agent in one '* liong Walk," 
a building-hand at one of the strainers, had 
b^n at work in forcing hands from the build- 
ing and made them understand that no one 
wae to work without an increase of pay. Two 
bozeSidarlfiers Were made, however, but later all 
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the blaoV hands straok, and by 5 o'clock 
a Tori table pandemoniam prerailed in which 
threate were being freely ezpraeeed and the 
bnilding yard aeemed to be a figbtioK area. 
The artillery then arrired. Babe^qnently there 
was a reinforcement of the rowdy element by a 
larse body from La Penitence aide and thence 
all hope of oomio^ to any noderatanding waa 
loat, aaone ooald not rif^btly tell what waa 
wanted. Word waa earned aback aa to what 
waa prevailing, and aoon the cane-cuttera came 
and added a more threatening aspect to the 
aitoation. They oonld be eaaily diatingniahed 
l^ their brandiahing of cntlaaeea. The ataff 
came in for abase, eapeoially Meaara. Bote and 
Jnta, being manager and deputy, reepeoti?ely. 
The manaoer waa aaaanlted and oord-wood waa 
being picked np by some of the rabble aa a 
meana of offence and defence* The watebmaa 
at the building gate, who naturally covid not 
hold hia post, foond himaelf ejected and hia 
poat held by thoae who let in and ont membera 
of their gang aa was deaired. Police protection 
had been re qniaitioned early, and later a force 
arrived under Major de Kinay, whoae party 
now Included acme artillery men under Sergt.- 
1f a|or Saandera, aa previonaly atated. At flrat 
Major de Rtnzy, after poatio|f hia men, tried 
all he could to pacify the notay element, bat 
the cane-outtera were told that they could not 
be fully beard unleaa th^y gave up their cutlaeaea 
To tlua they refused to sgree,' and haying 
become more turbulent, the Kiot Act waa read, 
but was derisively receiTed. ** The King** they 
Mid*' knows nothing of that." Following 
on the deaign to get to the manager'a bouae, 
whicJi they then faced, a ruah waa made to take 
the fruok-ltne bridge leading thereto. Their 
auoceaa waa preTcnted by two policemen with 
fixed bayoneta, and the moh, obaiiging their 
taotica, picked up atonea from a heap near 
by and volleyed the p^ioe with then at 
both gatea. A voU^ waa then diacharged 
by tM poKce in the air, which made 
acme clear, but the more funooa onea 
atill stood thttr ground, and it waa while they 
were engaged in continuing their rioting 
they were ahot The one oaae which proved 
latal is that of a caneKratter, known about the 
setateaa^ Bobby" Ghapnan, aad ha received 
hia ahot aa he waa raahing at a policeman with 
his ctttlaas. One man on receiving the bullet 
went into the trench near to eaae hia pain, and 
another, a porter Haynea, who reaidea at 
Meadow Bank, jumped on one leg 
about 30 yards off, in the direo- 
tion of Meadow Bank and then fdl. 
*' Long Walk," who ia a well-known notoriona 
character of La Penitence, also received a bal- 
let, as also did another cane-cuiter called 
Brathwaite. The sister of Brathwaite, Sarah 
Rickford, also got shot In the arm. One of the 
ringleaders of the oane-cntters, George Henry, 
was made a prisoner, and a second later oo, 
about one o'clock, for resisting the police. On 
Saturday Mr. Elliot, deputy-manager of 
Boait'^n estate, attempted to go to 



town, but was stoned, and bad to 
retreat at a fnrioua nace on hie mule. The 
Phu. Diamond and Fkrm carta were robbed 
later of all their groceries, etc., and vn&a eoiitd 
not be worked.

Yesterday morning in the pooriag rain a 
deputation of some twenty-one cane-cuttsra, 
men and women, of Pin. Bulmveld who went 
on atrike laat week marched into Georgetown 
to eee Dr. Bohlehr in order that tbeir com- 
plaint might be better underatood. A repre- 
aentative of the Daily ChrmMe happened to 
be near and interviewed a few of the leadera 
aa to their arievancea. The ps^y iaolnded 
many whoae relaUcna bad been laiared In the 
firing, and the atones they tora wera eoA- 
dently touching and dramatic. It most be 
aud that the revision they gave of the ooonr- 
rence does not correepond in all detaJla with 
other accounts. Thev protertsd ih it thej had 
no intimation beforeaand of the intentiOB of 
the police to fire on the crowd ; but it is, on the 
other hand, an attested fact that Major 
de Rinzy read the Btot Act before the firing 
took plac*, though the crowd may have failed 
to understand its purport. 

STBUCK FOB HIOHI& PAT* 

Jamea Welcome, who lives ia Albuoyslown 
and is an old Berbiciaa, spoke for the pturtf. 
On Friday morning, he said, tira eaae eubters, 
about 25 or 80 men and womee, went aback to 
work. They were not satisfied, howeivwr« with 
Ibe ptfbe they were gettlng^^ gill a bed or 
ten cents an openinic of five beds— and olataed 
a liitt or sis cents instead. Having made up 
their miads le approach the aaaaager for the 
inoreaae they atnick work, and with their 
cutlaeaea retnmed from aback, 'hor net 
the manager, Mr. Boaa, near the boildiage, 
about twenty-five rods from the buildings 
gate. One of their nnmber, George Henry or 
Beokelle, now under arrest on a clMirge 
of assauHinff Mr. Boss, went up to Me 
manager, laid hia hand on hie sbouldm* (aoeord- 
log to Welcome's aocount), and said, ''We 
wish to spe<ik to you, sir, about our pay." Mr. 
Ross tola tiie crowd to move a way, that be 
would have nothing to do with them, and then 
blew a whiatle. 

ADVKKT OF THH POLtCS. 

Inspector de Binsy and a foroe of polica 
then came on the aeene. Major de Biney 
told the crowd to go away ana to leaive the 
road. They said, ** We ent rowing. We onlv 
come for seek for price, and we cannot go. 
"I have nothing to do with that,^ rof^ed 
Major deBiDKy. ''Wo'eotcoae to yoni we 
coma to the manager," the caae^atter e«iid. 
Major de Biuzv went away, and I'otomiog 
aaked the ovowa to pat down their ontlaases» 
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Aftor some time ibe oane-oatiara agreed to do 
BO. Then the Inspector told off one of the 
polios to lea?e the ranks and gather op the 
catlawea, bat as the palioemaa approaobed to 
do so the strikers picked ap their lanplements 
and refased to enrrender them. Then Major 
de Btosy md, *' Ton children, go away from 
here* it would be % pitj if jon got destroyed." 
After this the polioe withdrew and 
the orowd lemalned on the road; bat some 
time later the Inspector sent a few police- 
men to arrest the man Qeorge Henry 
or Beokles* who had held the manager 
by the sbonlder. '*It is said that Henry 
•eisMd the manager and shook him," said 
the spokesman, '^bnt it is not so." 

VBM CAVBM OV TBI TBOUBLV. 

This incident led to the sabseqnent troable. 
The policeman caught hold of Henry and en- 
deavour to wrest tbe cutlass from him. In the 
straggle Henry was thrown, and other mem- 
bers of the force came to aid their comrades. 
The orowd oCsttikers, seeing their fellow- work- 
man on the ground surrounded by the police, 
protested strongly s gainst what they considered 
the bad treatment he was receiving. Welcome 
asserts, bowerer, that the gang never attempted 
to ase their cntlasses on the polios. Even- 
tnally tbe man was made a prisooer, tbe cut- 
lass was taken out of his possession, be was 
convcgred to the manaffer*s house, and 
it is stated that be was Kept a prisoner, 
handcuffed, throughont tbe Friaay and 
Saturday nntil he was conveyed to the Brick- 
dam station on Saturday evening. This was 
anotber of tbe cane-cutters' grie nances against 
the police. The crowd then made an effort to 
get into the mana^r's yard, but were prevent- 
ed by a few policemen on duty with fixed 
bayonets. ** We were afraid of the bayonets," 
said Welcome, naively enough. After that the 
shooting commenced. With their prisoner in 
safe custody, the Chronicle representative asked 
why the police should have turned and fired 
on the crowd. No explanation was vouchsafed. 
It was not admitted that the polioe had been 
assailed by a volley of atones from the crowd 
or that those armed with cutlasses were brand- 
ishing their weapons in an exdted and 
menacing manner.

Roimveld, the rAroateis 
repreeentative was given figures by the people 
which, it is incredible to believe, oan be entirely 
accurate. One man deofaired that he and his 
two grown-up sons, working hard all the 
week, getting np on Monday meming at 4 
o'clock and working till 6 o'okiok in the 
afternoon on Satardays, eould earn no 
more than from lOs. to 150. for the week, 
and the 15s. were only earned oooasiona^. 
Presumably tbe sons were ** teitohers" and did 
not oat canes. Another declared that he was 
able to make at current rates only from'4t. ap 
to 7s. a week. A third, one Thomhill, stated 
that last week he only eamei 4st bnt on 
doaer investigation it was found that he had 
only worked part df the week, op to Tbars 
day. From the general oimraoter of the state- 
ments made it would appear that the average 
caae-entter, working stsadi^ from Monday 
morning (leaving home to get a back about 4 
o'clock) till &ktarday at noon would be able 
to make lis. or 12s. a week.

2,257 Abrams with hanng seaaalted bim, 
while in the ezaoation of bis duty, 
on tbo 90th nltimo.- Gk>mpiaiaant's 
evidenoa was that he was clearing Ingest 
Street, a|id defendant atraok him with a stone, 
and also attempted to strike him with an iron 
rod. Defendant's story was that proseontor 
oaae to him on the pavement with the iron in 
Ids band. He asked him who bad stmok bim, 
and on bis saying he did not know, arrested 
bim. Defendant was sentenced to five months' 
imprisonment with bard labour. 

James Thorpe was charged hy Oorpoml 
Rawlins with having assaulted him while in 
the execution of his duty. Proseoator*s evi- 
dence was that he was clearing the crowd 
at the gate of Messrs. Hooker Bres., 
McOonnell & Co., and aocased came up 
and tried to get through the gate. He 
pushed him off, and then defendant struck 
bim a blow on his left eye. Prosecutor bad no 
witnesses who had really seen the assault; and 
the evidence of an eye-witness who hamMned 
to be in Oourt was taken. Defendant was 
remand' d for farther evidence. WilHam Profit 
was also placed in the dock, on a charge of 
having assaulted P.G. Edy, while in the execa- 
tion of bis doty, on the lat instant. Mr. Oun* 
ning appeared for the defendant. The evidence 
of Major De Rinzy, Sergt.- Major Sannders and 
P.O. 1,509 was taken. It was in effect that 
defendant with about three or fonr others were 
behaving in a disorderly manner in a cab at 
Pin. Ruim veld. The cab paased a body of police, 
going in the direction of Georgetown, and 
escaped free. On the return route Major De 
Rinzy ordered that it should be stopped. This 
was done and the other men escaped, bat 
defendant confronted P.O. Edy, and on hia 



raising his arm bit his wrist. Ha was, liow«> 
ever, arrested. Mr. Gunning apnlied for a 
peetponement to get, as a witness, ttie cabman, 
and the further heariag was fixed for to- 
day. KiUy Wiggings pleaded gnilty to a 
charge brought by 6ergt.-Major Willlama 
of Qttng indeoent language, and was fined $10, 
or one month's imprisonment PjO. Lancaster 
aleo charged Isabella Williams with having 
behaved disorderly in High Street, on the 
1st instant. Proeecntor eaid that the defend- 
ant was running down Main Road with a bit of 
glass in her hand, and shooting at the top of her 
voice. Defendant was fined 926 or two months' 
imprisonment, with basd labour, Henitf 
Padmore was charged by Bergt. Sobers wit^ * . 
ba?ing been found armed with a stick ga th^ 
1st instant. Evidence was given that tfa^ i| 
defendant was seen leading a mob, wifch the - 
weapon uplifted in the air. He was stofiped 
■nd the weapon taken away. EBs Worsoip 
deemed him a rogue and a vagabond, and sen* 
fenced him to three months' imprisonment with 
hard labour. 

Oolonel Lusbington, who attended the Court 
lor a short space of tima, was eeoorted by two 
of the crew of themen-o'-war, both io and ffom 
the Oourt. 



EAST AHD WEST BAHXB PROCLAIMED. 

Last e?ening an Extraordinary OffieuU 
Chuetie was issned containing a Proclamatian 
by His SxcelTenoy declaring each of the foUow- 
ing areas to be a proclaimed district, on the 
groond that " riotous distnrbanoee and serioos 
breaches of the peace appear likely to ooour" 
there : — 

T. The Bast Bank of the Demenara River, 
from the Southern bonndary of the city of 
Georgetown up to and inolnsive of the j^aoe 
known as Oraig village ; and 

II. The West Bank of the Demerara BSver, 
from Yreed-en-Hoop to and ineinsiva of 
Plantation Wales. 
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
